Dear Captain Smith: 


The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney’s Office has 
completed its review of the August 21, 2010, non-fatal shooting of Kevin Kirkwood by Los 
Angeles Sheriffs Deputy Kason Barraclough. We have concluded that Deputy Barraclough 
acted in lawful self-defense and defense of another. 


The following analysis is based on reports prepared by the Los Angeles Sheriff's Department 
(LASD), submitted to this office by Sergeant Steve Rubino and Detective Peter Hecht. The District 
Attorney Response Team, comprised of Deputy District Attorney Shelly Torrealba and Senior 
investigator MMIII esponded and was given a briefing and a walk-through of the scene. 
Deputy Barraclough’s voluntary statement was considered in our analysis. 


FACTUAL ANALYSIS 


On August 21, 2010, Deputies Kason Barraclough and Henry Molinar were in a marked patrol 
car and in full uniform. At approximately 10:30 P.M., the deputies responded to a disturbance 
call at 120" Street and Central Avenue involving a “male with a blue backpack trying to rob 
people in front of the liquor store.” Upon arrival, the deputies exited their vehicle and observed 
Kevin Kirkwood near three males in the eastern portion of the parking lot. One male had blood 
dripping from his face and the other males were pointing at Kirkwood. Kirkwood began walking 
toward the deputies with his backpack raised waist high and reached inside with his right hand. 
Kirkwood then walked towards the deputies while pointing the backpack which concealed the 
contents of his right hand. Barraclough and Molinar ordered Kirkland to stop and “take his 
hands out of the bag” numerous times. Molinar heard Kirkwood yell “Fucking shoot me!” as he 
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continued to walk towards the deputies in disregard of their commands. When Kirkwood was 
approximately 15 feet from the deputies, Barraclough fired three rounds from his handgun 
grazing Kirkwood in the head. Kirkwood immediately fell to the ground and a hammer and 
multiple screwdrivers fell out of his backpack. While Molinar handcuffed Kirkwood, he 
repeatedly stated “Why didn’t you kill me?”

Prior to the deputies’ arrival at the liquor store parking lot, Kirkwood attempted to carjack 
pee a then later stabbed ls he was

Kirkwood admitted poe: he sat inside his vehicle but denied stabbing him. He 
also admitted punching then chasing his vehicle and punching out the rear passenger 
window. Kirkwood further admitted fighting with three males at the liquor store and knocking 
one guy to the ground. He then saw the deputies arrive and heard their commands to show his 
hands. Kirkwood wanted the deputies to believe he had a gun in his backpack and deliberately 


walked towards the deputies to provoke them to shoot and kill him. Kirkwood admitted to being

Kevin Kirkwood’s Weapons 


Prior to the deputies’ arrival, numerous witnesses observed Kirkwood using a hammer and 
screwdriver as weapons against bystanders. HE 2s stabbed by Kirkwood three times and 
received seven sutures to his left arm. Kirkwood’s backpack contained one hammer, three 
screwdrivers, one putty knife and one pair of wire cutters. 


Kevin Kirkwood’s Criminal History 


Kirkwood was 24 years-old and 


[= et] He also had a history of receiving psychiatric medical care and was a member of the 
“Carver Park Crips.” 


As a result of this incident, Kirkwood was arrested for attempted carjacking in violation of Penal 
Code § 664/215 and assault with a deadly weapon in violation of Penal Code § 245(a)(2) which 
resulted in a multiple count felony complaint filed under case number TA114176. The case 
remains pending in Compton for preliminary hearing. 
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CONCLUSION 


California law permits the use of deadly force in self-defense or in defense of others if it 
reasonably appears that the person claiming the right actually and reasonably believed that he or 
others were in imminent danger of great bodily injury or death. People v. Randle (2005) 35 
Cal.4" 987, 994; People v. Mercer (1962) 210 Cal.App.2d 153. 


In determining the reasonableness of an officer’s actions, allowances must be made for the fact 
that police officers are often forced to make split-second judgments, in circumstances that are 
tense, uncertain and rapidly evolving, about the amount of force that is necessary in a particular 
situation. Graham v. Connor (1989) 490 U.S. 386, 396-398. An officer may reasonably use 
deadly force when he confronts a suspect in close proximity whose actions indicate intent to 
attack; in those circumstances, the court cannot ask officers to hold fire in order to ascertain 
whether the suspect will, in fact, injure or murder the officer. Martinez v. County of Los 

- Angeles (1996) 47 Cal.App.4” 334. 


The evidence examined shows that Deputies Barraclough and Molinar were dispatched to 120” 
and Central Avenue to handle a robbery call. Upon their arrival, they saw Kirkwood attacking a 
male who was bleeding from his face. When Kirkwood was asked to lower his backpack and 
show his hands, he refused. Kirkwood then reached into and pointed the backpack at the 
deputies as if he had a concealed fircarm and advanced towards the deputies. Despite constant 
orders from Deputies Barraclough and Molinar, Kirkwood refused to show his hands and 
continued walking towards them. Deputy Barraclough, in fear that Kirkwood was armed and 
about to shoot, fired three rounds from his service weapon, knocking Kirkwood to the ground. 
Kirkwood’s actions placed Deputy Barraclough in reasonable fear of death or great bodily injury 
causing him to respond with deadly force. 


Based on our examination of the evidence, it was reasonable for Deputy Barraclough to conclude 
he was in fear for his life and the life of his partner, Deputy Molinar, when he discharged his 
service weapon at Kevin Kirkwood. Thus, we conclude the deputy acted in lawful self-defense 
and defense of another when he used deadly force against Kevin Kirkwood. We are therefore 
closing our file and no further action will be taken.

While on routine patrol, Deputies Barraclough and Molinar responded to the area of 
120" Street and Central Avenue, Los Angeles, regarding a “business disturbance” call. 
The call stated that a black male about 20 years old, with a blue backpack was trying to 
“jack” people and/or rob them in front of the liquor store (Tag# CEN10233-0278).

As the a drove into the parking lot of the liquor store, they saw a male Hispanic 


As deputies attempted to make contact with the suspect and the victim in the parking 
ot of the strip mall location, the victim ran from them, The suspect turned and began 
walking away from the deputies; however, stopped and picked up a backpack from the 
ground. The suspect then placed his right hand into the duffie bag and faced deputy 
personnel by walking back toward them in a sidestep lateral type movement. Both 
deputies exited their patrol vehicle and gave repeated orders for the suspect to drop the 
backpack and show his hands. The suspect ignored their orders and instead, raised his 
hands to the waistband area, while the right hand was still inside the backpack, the 
suspect pointed it directly at them simulating a firearm. 


Believing that the suspect wes holding a firearm in the backpack, which was based on 
the suspect’s demeanor, behavior and actions, in addition to the suspect’s subsequent 
motion of taking a shooting stance toward them, deputy personnel feared for their safety, 
as well as the citizens in the area. 


Based on Suspect Kirkwood’s immediate and imminent threat toward deputy personnel, 
coupled with believing that the suspect was about to shoot them, Deputy Barraclough 
fired three rounds at the suspect, striking him. The suspect then fell to the ground and 
was taken into custody without further incident. 


Suspect Kirkwood sustained a grazing bullet wound tothe top of his head. He was then 
transported to Saint Francis Medical Center where he was treated, released, and okayed 
for booking. Neither deputy was injured. 


Homicide Investigators later interviewed Suspect Kirkwood, who told them that he had 
psychological disorders and had stopped taking his medication. He told Homicide 
Investigators that he ignored the deputies orders and reached into the backpack because 
he wanted them to kill him.

ater determined that Suspect Kirkwood, moments earlier had stabbed Victim 

multiple times in the chest, and legs in an attempt to steal his vehicle at the 
liquor store, which was related to the call for service. The victim was later located by 
deputies at Saint Francis Medical Center, who positively identified Suspect Kirkwood 
as the individual who stabbed him. 
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Suspect Kirkwood was also involved in a separate confrontation with Victi: 

just before the stabbing incident with Victim i: the same location. Although 
Victim| jwas not physically hurt and/or assaulted, Suspect Kirkwood broke the 
right rear passenger’s window of his vehicle. 


Suspect Kirkwood admitted having contact with individuals at both incidents, but not 
to the assaults. 


A large, bloody screwdriver, which was used to stab Victim S: recovered from 
inside the backpack, along with two other screwdrivers and a hammer. 


Three expended 9mm shell casings and two projectiles fired from Deputy Barraclough’s 
weapon were recovered at the scene. Deputy Barraclough’s weapon was transported 
to the Sheriff's Crime Laboratory for testing. 


Members of the Internal Affairs Bureau, Risk Management Bureau, Office of 
Independent Review, and the District Attorney’s Office responded and were briefed by 
Lieutenant Coleman, Homicide Bureau. 


The Letter of Opinion from the Los Angeles County District Attorney’s Office stated the 
following conclusion: 


“The evidence examined shows that Deputies Barraclough and Molinar were dispatched 
to 120" and Central Avenue to handle a robbery call. Upon their arrival, they saw 
Kirkwood attacking a male who was bleeding from his face. When Kirkwood was asked 
to lower his backpack and show his hands, he refused. Kirkwood reached into and 
pointed the backpack at deputies as if he had a concealed firearm and advanced towards 
the deputies. Despite constant orders from Deputies Barraclough and Molinar, 
Kirkwood refused to show his hands and continued walking towards them. Deputy 
Barraclough, in fear that Kirkwood was armed and about to shoot, fired three rounds 
from his service weapon, knocking Kirkwood to the ground. Kirkwood’s actions placed 
Deputy Barraclough in reasonable fear of death or great bodily injury causing him to 
respond with deadly force.” 


“Based on our examination of the evidence, it was reasonable for Deputy Barraclough 
to conclude he was in fear for his life and the life of his partner, Deputy Molinar, when 
he discharged his service weapon at Kevin Kirkwood. Thus, we conclude the deputy 
acted in lawful self-defense and defense of another when he used deadly force against 
Kevin Kirkwood. We are therefore closing our file and no further action will be taken.”

DEPARTMENT WITNESS(S): 


Deputy Henry L. Molinar. 
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INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENTS: 


Deputy Kason Barraclough, Employee was interviewed by Internal Affairs 
Sergeant Frank Quichocho and Lieutenant on February 16, 2011, at 
approximately 1058 hours. Deputy Barraclough was represented by ALADS Attorney 
Anna Slotky from the Offices of Green and Shinee. The interview was digitally recorded 


and the following is a summary. 


Deputy Barraclough stated that he and his partner, Deputy Molinar responded to a 
“disturbance call” at the location of 120" Street and Central Avenue, Los Angeles. He 
recalled that the call for service was voiced over the dispatch frequency and they 
assigned themselves to the call; however, he could not recall the specifics of the call 
and/or if it was either a priority or emergent type call. 


Upon arrival, Deputy Barraclough (driver) said he entered the location from the corner 
of Central Avenue, and saw a group of Hispanics with one of them bleeding profusely 
from the head. He stated that he could clearly see the bleeding male Hispanic {Victim 

who was standing up and facing him. He added that the bleeding victim was 
about ten feet in front of their marked patrol car. 


Deputy Barraclough said that the group of Hispanic males began to point in a 
northeasterly direction toward a male Black individual (Suspect Kirkwood), who was 
at the other end of the parking lot. He stated that Suspect Kirkwood was also pointing 
back at the group of male Hispanics. Deputy Barraclough added that at this point, he 
did not know what type of crime had occurred between the parties involved. 


Based on the call for service (CEN 10233-0278), which stated, “a male Black, twenty, 
white T-shirt, with a blue backpack; trying to ‘jack’ people going to the liquor store; 
disturbing party possibly trying to rob people; has a black leather jacket, black beanie, 
unknown weapons,” Deputy Barraclough said he focused on the bleeding male Hispanic 
as the victim and the male Black, who fit the description in the call as the suspect. 


Deputy Barraclough stated that Suspect Kirkwood was about forty feet from their patrol 
car when he initially saw him at the other end of the perking lot. As he drove his patrol 
car toward Suspect Kirkwood, Deputy Barraclough said the suspect looked toward him 
aud appeared as if he wanted to flee from them by turning around and walking away. 


Once Deputy Barraclough closed the distance to within fifteen feet, Suspect Kirkwood 
abruptly stopped walking and picked up a backpack from the ground. Suspect 
Kirkwood then changed direction by quickly walking back south parallel to the 
passenger side of the patrol car. Deputy Barraclough stated that Suspect Kirkwood’s 
behavior was of concern to him as he initially believed the suspect was going to flee 
from him; however, the suspect then changed his direction of travel. 
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Deputy Barraclough stated that as soon as Suspect Kirkwood picked up the backpack 
with his left hand, he saw him bring it up to his waistband area and simultaneously 
laced his right hand into the backpack. He described Suspect Kirkwood’s movement's 
as kind of “blading off” with his shoulder toward their direction as he walked south past 
their patrol car. He further explained Suspect Kirkwood’s walk as a lateral sidestep from 
ankle to ankle keeping his body squared-off and directly facing them. Due to Suspect 
Kirkwood’s actions, Deputy Barraclough said he became scared; therefore, he alerted 
Deputy Molinar by yelling, “Watch out!” several times, as he quickly exited the driver’s 
side of the patrol car. 


Deputy Barraclough said his fear was based on Suspect Kirkwood’s demeanor as if he 
had mustered the courage to re-engage them after turning his back on them initially. 
He stated that due to the suspect’s behavior in reaching into the backpack with his right 
hand, he believed there was a gun or some sort of weapon in the backpack that would 
ultimately hurt him, his partner or the citizens in the area. 


As Deputy Barraclough confronted Suspect Kirkwood, he said that he gave him several 
orders and commands to show his hands, of which the suspect repeatedly ignored. 


Deputy Barraclough explained that as Suspect Kirkwood continued to “blade” them as 
he walked south past the passenger side of the patrol car, his eyes were glued on the 
hand that was inside the backpack fearing that it contained a firearm. He stated that 
since he was so focused on Suspect Kirkwood’s movements and hands, he was not able 
to see where Deputy Molinar had positioned himself. He added that as soon as he exited 
the patrol car, he drew his weapon; however, he did not acquire target acquisition at that 
time, due to Deputy Molinar being in the line of fire. Once Suspect Kirkwood cleared 
Deputy Molinar, Deputy Barraclough said he pointed his gun at the suspect without 
causing a crossfire situation. 


As Suspect Kirkwood made his way toward the south side of the parking lot, Deputy 
Barraclough said that Suspect Kirkwood was still facing them while walking in a lateral 
sidestepping maneuver. He said that Suspect Kirkwood eventually appeared to position 
himself in a manner where he faced both Deputy Molinar and himself. He added that 
Suspect Kirkwood was still holding the backpack up with his left hand, at the waist 
band area, while the right hand was still inside of it pointing in their direction. 


Deputy Barraclough stated that when Suspect Kirkwood stopped and faced him, the 
suspect was about fifteen feet from the rear of the patrol car facing him in a north 
westerly direction. He said that the item the suspect was holding inside the backpack 
appeared to be heavy as it appeared to keep his arm stationary. 


The following is an excerpt from Deputy Barraclough’s transcript during his interview 
with Homicide Investigators (Page 7, Line 16): 


Rubino: So in your mind, you thought that he possibly had a weapon or a 
handgun or something inside that bag?

got to actually see the gun before something happens, but 
sometimes they never even bring it out. | mean this is just a fabric 
backpack that, and it wouldn’t change the shot at all. 


Now, and when you shot, how far away were you from the suspect? 
I, around, approximately fifteen feet 

And then how, how many shots did you fire? 

| fired three rounds. 

So were they like one after another or how did you -- 


Yeah, it was just pop, pop, pop. It wasn’t any difference in time 
between any of them. 


And did he go, fall to the ground immediately or? 

Immediately. | mean its almost, he went down so fast, it’s almost 
like he went down off the first shot and that was so fast, but | mean 
| fired three rounds. It was a quick, quick burst. 


And then when he went to the ground, how did he fall? 


He went down face first, he had his arms down to his side and his 
head was facing away from us. 


After the shooting, Deputy Barraclough said that Suspect Kirkwood told him to finish 
him off meaning to kill him. He said he did not notice any signs of narcotics and/or 
alcchol use from the suspect at the time of the incident. 


Prior to the shooting, Deputy Barraclough stated that he gave several commands for the 
suspect to show his hands, take his hand out of the backpack, and to drop the backpack. 
He said he did everything he could to diffuse the situation and prevent the suspect from 
escalating the confrontation. 
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At the time of the shooting, Deputy Barraclough said there was no crossfire situation 
etween him and Deputy Molinar, and no obstructions between him and the suspect. 
He added that he was a few feet just behind the driver’s side bumper of the patrol car at 
the quarter panel area (drivers’ side rear tire) when he shot the suspect. 


Deputy Barraclough stated that the entire incident from the time they arrived on scene 
to the time of the shooting was about 30 seconds. He said the incident happened very 
‘ast and that all they had time to do at that moment was to warn each other of the 
immediate and imminent threat that the suspect had posed toward them. He stated that 
officer-safety communication did occur between him and Deputy Molinar while they 
were faced with Suspect Kirkwood’s threat of bodily harm toward them. 


Deputy Barraclough described his backdrop as the corner of a business location, which 
was either a fish market, and/or liquor store. At the backdrop, Deputy Barraclough 
stated there were no entrances and no pedestrian traffic at the time of the shooting. He 
added that as Suspect Kirkwood was flanking him, the suspect began to move in a 
southwesterly direction. By moving directly south, the suspect would have ended at the 
dead-end corner of the “L” shaped strip mall area. Deputy Barraclough indicated that 
if the suspect had continued moving west that the potential for him to enter the liquor 
store was evident since it was still open for business. 


Although victi mi: bleeding profusely from a head wound, Deputy Barraclough 
said he could not determine what type of weapon caused the injury. He added that he 
and his partner were in the process of assessing the incident, which rapidly evolved into 
a shootirg within 30 seconds. He stated that the handling unit and other assisting units 
arrived at the location seconds after the shooting had occurred. 


Deputy Barraclough said there was sufficient lighting in the parking lot that enabled him 
to clearly see what was happening and he did not have to use a flashlight. 


Deputy Barraclough stated that he had point of aim and target acquisition toward the 
suspect. 


Deputy Barraclough indicated that his department-issued weapon is light-mounted; 
however, he does not recall if he had it on because of how well lit the parking lot was 
at the time of the incident. 


Deputy Barraclough said that after the shooting had occurred, he saw an SUV flee the 
parking lot east on 120" Street, which he believed were the victims to the call for 


service.

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Deputy Henry Molinar, Employee was interviewed by Internal Affairs 
Sergeant Frank Quichecho and Lieutenant on February 16, 2011, at 
approximately 1017 hours. Deputy Molinar was represented by ALADS Attorney Anna 


Slotky from the Offices of Green and Shinee. The interview was digitally recorded and 
the following is a summary. 


Deputy Molinar said that he and his partner, Deputy Barraclough responded to a call for 
service at 120" Street/Central Avenue, Los Angeles as assisting units. He said he was 
the bookman (passenger), and his partner was the driver. 


Deputy Molinar stated he did not exactly know the contents of the call, however, he 
recalled that it was in relation to a male Black who was standing in front of a liquor store 
harassing patrons, He said it took them about two to three minutes to get to the location 
when they received the call for service. 


Upon arrival, Deputy Molinar said they entered the parking lot from the west entrance, 
which was the Central Avenue side. He then saw three male Hispanics advancing on 
a male Black individual (Suspect Kirkwood) in the parking lot, and eventually began 
arguing and shoving each other. As they drove closer, Deputy Molinar said that Suspect 
Kirkwood separated himself from the group and began to walk north through the parking 
lot. 


Deputy Molinar stated that by the time they reached Suspect Kirkwood, the suspect had 
stopped walking away from them and reached into a backpack with his right hand. He 
then heard Deputy Barraclough saying, “Watch his hands!” several times. At this point, 
Deputy Molinar said he pulled his weapon out, pointed it at Suspect Kirkwood and 
jumped out of the patrol car. He said he also ordered Suspect Kirkwood to show his 
hands several times. 


During the confrontation, Deputy Molinar said that Suspect Kirkwood initially faced 
south toward the stores to the south end of the strip mall; however, the suspect 
eventually made his way in front of him and “fanned out” to the right of him. 


At this point, Deputy Molinar explained that he lost visual contact of the three male 
Hispanics, as well as his partner since he was focused on Suspect Kirkwood’s immediate 
and imminent threat toward him. He stated that he continued yelling at the suspect to 
show his hands; however, Suspect Kirkwood responded by yelling back at him that he 
should not have exited the patrol car, and to shoot him or get back into the patrol car. 


Deputy Molinar said as he diverted his attention for a couple of seconds to look for the 
three male Hispanics and his partner, he heard three popping noises. He said he was 
not sure what the three pops were, but then saw Suspect Kirkwood fall onto the ground 
with the backpack still in his hand underneath his body. He then looked at his partner, 
and determined that he shot the suspect. Deputy Molinar then told Deputy 
Barracalough to cover him as he approached Suspect Kirkwood and kicked out the 
backpack from underneath his body. The backpack spilled out its contents onto the 
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ground with assorted tools and debris. Deputy Molinar subsequently handcuffed 
Suspect Kirkwood without further incident. 


As soon as Suspect Kirkwood was handcuffed, Deputy Molinar stated that Deputy 
Barraclough put out emergent radio traffic. 


Deputy Molinar indicated that when he lost sight of his partner, what he meant was that 
he had tunnel vision of the suspect, and through his peripheral vision was trying to 
ascertain the whereabouts of Deputy Barraclough. He stated that he knew Deputy 
Barraclough was nearby and could help him if it was necessary. 


Deputy Molinar said that he initially believed some type of crime like a robbery had 
occurred or a fight due to the male Hispanic bleeding from the head, in addition to the 
call for service. 


At the time, Deputy Molinar said he could not determine if the suspect was under the 
influence of drugs/alcohoi or suffered from a mental disability. 


Deputy Molinar said the distance between Suspect Kirkwood and himself as the suspect 
moved south across the passenger side of the patrol car was about 15-20 feet. 


Deputy Molinar said the distance between Suspect Kirkwood and himself at the time of 
the shooting was about 15-20 feet. 


Deputy Molinar stated that as Suspect Kirkwood walked south away from him, he 
tracked the suspect by keeping a distance of about 15 feet the entire time. 


At the location, Deputy Molinar said he believed the lighting conditions appeared to be 
dim. 


During the encounter, Deputy Molinar stated that he had a clear visual of Suspect 
Kirkwood the entire time and that there were no obstructions. 


Deputy Molinar described the backpack that Suspect Kirkwood was holding as similar 
to the ones kids use for school. He explained that Suspect Kirkwood was holding the 
backpack with his left hand, while the right hand was inserted into the zipper part of the 
bag. 


Based on his observations, coupled with Suspect Kirkwood’s manipulation of the bag, 
Deputy Molinar believed that the suspect was retrieving a weapon, either a knife or gun. 
Although Deputy Molinar could not see through the backpack, he believed that the 
suspect’s actions were threatening and highly assaultive. 


Deputy Molinar further described Suspect Kirkwood’s movements as walking backward 
in sort of asemicircle motion toward the south side of the parking lot, which was to the 
rear of their patrol car. 
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While tracking Suspect Kirkwood, Deputy Molinar said that he kad point of aim, and 
target acquisition. During the confrontation, Deputy Molinar said the suspect kept 
yelling, “Shoot me,” or “Kill me,” several times. After the suspect was shot, Deputy 
Molinar heard the suspect telling Deputy Barraclough to shoot and kill him, several 
times. 


Deputy Molinar said that the backdrop of the shooting was a closed business location. 
He stated that the businesses on the entire east side of the strip mal] was closed; 
however, the liquor store to the south side was still open. 


Deputy Molinar said that just prior to Suspect Kirkwood being shot, his body was angled 
to a position to where he faced Deputy Barraclough more so than him. 


During the shooting, Deputy Molnar believed Deputy Barraclough was to the right and 
just behind him. 


Deputy Molinar said that from the time he responded to the call service to the time the 
suspect had been shot was about two minutes. 


Deputy Molinar stated that he and Deputy Barraclough have worked together in the past 
and have been involved in other tactical incidents, whereby they have already 
discussed, preplanned and rehearsed incidents such as this. 


After the shooting, Deputy Molinar stated that he saw Suspect Kirkwood bleeding from 
the head, which he believed was from the shots fired at him. 


Deputy Molinar concluded by stating that he felt threatened by the suspect's actions, in 
that the suspect had his hands in the backpack and he did not know what the suspect 
was holding inside the backpack. At the time of the shooting, Deputy Molinar said he 
was not sure of who fired the gunshots since there were many things going on at the 
time; however, once he saw the suspect fall to the ground and saw smoke coming out 
of his partner’s gun, he realized that it was Deputy Barraclough who shot the suspect. 


Deputy Molinar indicated that once Suspect Kirkwooc was shoi and fell to the ground, 
the suspect no longer presented a threat to them: therefore, he did not shoot the suspect.

SUSPECT STATEMENT 


Kevin King Kirkwood, MB/24 was interviewed by Homicide Investigators at Century 
Regional Detention Facility on August 22, 2010, at 0925 hours. Kirkwood related the 
following: 


5 i od told Homicide Investigators that he was on the run and was wanted 
_ esnan He said he felt the world was coming to an end and everything was out 
of proportion. He stated that he gets mad at the world, due to the prescribed psychiatric 
medication he takes for depression. He added MO laced him in a program 
where he has to take prescribed medication from a doctor at College Hospital. Suspect 
Kirkwood said that is how everything began last night and how he felt it would be the 
end of his life; however, it did not go that way. 
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At the liquor store on 120" Street and Central Avenue, Suspect Kirkwood said he got 
into a couple of fights with some “Hispanics.” He stated that at one time, he was 
surprised when he got sprayed in the face with some mace, which made him even 
madder. 


Suspect Kirkwood recalled contacting a guy in the driver's seat of a dark colored vehicle 
that was parked in the parking lot. He said he punched the driver in the face, who then 
moved over to the passenger seat in order to get away from him. He denied stabbing the 
driver and does not remember holding a knife or a screwdriver in his hand as he 
punched the victim. 


Suspect Kirkwood admitted to two separate incidents where he contacted individuals 
inside parked vehicles at the liquor store. 


Suspect Kirkwood said that just prior to contacting the guys in the dark colored vehicle, 
he contacted another male inside a grey or silver colored car. He stated that there were 
two guys inside the grey/silver car when he approached it and told the driver te roll 
down the window. Suspect Kirkwood denied forcing the window down; however, he 
admitted placing his hands on the car. The car then drove away and stopped at Central 
Avenue, where Suspect Kirkwood said he approached it and punched the right 
passenger side window shattering it. Suspect Kirkwood believed that is how he injured 
his left hand. 


Suspect Kirkwood told Homicide Investigators he acts that way when he does not take 
his medication. 


Suspect Kirkwood said the contents of the backpack contained hammers, screwdrivers 
and wrenches because he was going to help a man with work at an apartment complex. 
He stated that he was not drinking alcoho! during the incident and was sober. 


Suspect Kirkwood explained that when he saw the Sheriffs patrol car drive into the 
parking lot, three males were walking toward him at the same time. He said that as the 
deputies jumped out of the patrol car, he told them, “Please don’t get out of your car.” 
At that time, Suspect Kirkwood thought of running away, but then remained because he 
wanted deputy personnel to kill him. 


Suspect Kirkwood said the passenger deputy exited the patrol car first. He stated that 
as he walked back toward the liquor store, he heard the deputies yelling at him to freeze, 
as they shined their light on him. 


Suspect Kirkwood told Homicide Investigators that he was holding his backpack with 
one hand and the other hand was inside the backpack. When Detective Rubino asked 
Suspect Kirkwood why he had his hand inside the backpack, Suspect Kirkwood replied, 
“He was really supposed to shoot me in the head and kill me right there.” Suspect 
Kirkwood added that he really wanted deputies to believe that he was going to pull out 
a gun from the backpack. When Detective Rubino asked Suspect Kirkwood why he 
wanted the deputies to kill him, he replied, “Because that was my death day. Last night 
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was supposed to be my death day.” 


Suspect Kirkwood stated that the deputy fired three to four bullets at him from his 
handgun. He said he was holding the backpack at waist level with his left hand, while 
his right hand was inside the backpack. 


Observations from detectives were that of a pentagram tattoo on the right side of Suspect 
Kirkwood’s neck. He told detectives that he is a devil worshiper. He added that he has 
been a “Carver Park Crips” gang member since he was 13 or 14 years old and goes by the 
moniker of “Noon.” He stated that he is no longer a gang member since he got out about 
a year ago. 


Detectives observed a small laceration on top of Suspect Kirkwood’s head, as well as a 
bandaged left hand that the suspect stated he fractured when he punched the car 
window.

SUSPECT’S INJURIES: 


Suspect Kirkwood sustained a grazing bullet wound to the top of his head from shots 
fired by deputy personnel.
